C) Amendments to drawing figures: 

Drawing changes must be made by presenting replacement figures which incorporate the desired changes and which 
comply with 37 CFR 1 .84. An explanation of the changes made must be presented either in the drawing amendments, 
or remarks, section of the amendment, and may be accompanied bv a marked-up cow of one or more of the figures 
beins amended, with annotations. Any replacement drawing sheet must be identified in the top marsin as 
^'Replacement Sheet'^ and include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even 
though only one figure may be amended. Any marked-up (annotated) copy showing chanses must be labeled
